1. Ambassador Stevenson was briefed by Mr. Lundahl and the undersigned 
on 23 May 1962 at NPIC on CORONA, ARGON, T, and TKH as suggested by the 
referenced document. In addition. Ambassador Francis Plimpton (U. 3. - U. N.) 
and Mr. Leonard Meeker, Deputy General Counsel, Department of State, were 
similarly briefed. 


2. Since time was short, major emphasis in the briefing was on the T~ 
TKH aspect. Little, if anything, was said about ARGON and not very much 
about CORONA operations. The joint CIA-USAF nature of both IDEALIST and 
CORONA was stressed to the group present. Ambassador Stevenson was con- 
siderably impressed, and although Mr. Meeker was obliged to leave with 
Stevenson, he was scheduled for a fuller treatment of CORONA and ARGON by 
DPD on 2k May 1962. Ambassador Plimpton remained almost an hour after
